Elba resident is honored 
by state for public work 


The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources board met in 
quarterly session on Thursday 
morning, December 1, at the coun- 
ty office in Elba and praised the ef 
forts of Rita Dubisar, a department 
employee who was recently honored 
with a statewide performance award 
for her service in the Food Stamp 
division of the department 

Mrs. Dubisar has been employed 
with the department for the past 19 
years and has been working in the 
Food Stamp office since its incep- 
tion in 1974. 

County Director Ronald Smith 
told the board that the amount of

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Two county farmers receive statewide honors recently 


Two Coffee County farmers re- 
ceived statewide honors in Gulf 
Shores on Novy. 27 at a convention 
of the Alabama Association of 
Conservation Districts. 

Larry Parker, a Kinston farm- 
er was awarded the Outstanding 
Conservation Farmer honor. Parker 
was submitted by Coffee County 
for being the Outstanding Coopera- 
tor for 1987, and for winning in the 
Wiregrass area also. 

Parker, a 54-year-old native of 
the Basin Community in Coffee 
County, farms on land of which 
120 acres has been in his family for 
100 years, The farm owned by his 
parents, grandparents, and himself, 
was homesteaded by his wife Wal- 
kanita’s grandfather. 

Parker's soil conservation prac- 
tices include terraces, waterways, 
borders, cropping system, cover 
crops, control basins, ponds. His 
row crops include peanuts, corn and 
rye, with his most productive crop 
being his peanuts with 187 acres, 
which consistently produces high 
yields. 

His cattle operation includes two 
purebred herds - a Charolais herd 
with 120 brood cows, and a Lim- 
ousin, with 20 brood cows - and a 
commercial crossbred herd with 30 
COWS. 

Larry graduated from Kinston 
High School, and served two years 
in the Armed Forces, with major 
tour of duty in Korea. 

He became a cooperator with the 
Soil Conservation District in 1960 
when he began part-time farming 
after his tour of duty in the Army. 
He worked full time at the Opp 
sewing factory until he could go 
into farming full time in 1971. 

His first conservation work was 
on a gully in a crop field, with help 
from retired SCS technician Bill 
Faulk. Since that time he has con- 
tinued to carry out a complete con- 
servation plan on his farm. 

Larry is married to the former 
Walkanita Hattaway, a graduate of 


Troy State University, with a mas 
ter's from The University of Alaba 
ma. She has taught school in the 
Opp City School system for 28 
years 

Parker's community leadership 
includes serving as a Farm Bureau 
director, Alabama Cattleman direc- 
tor, and as a director on the Coving- 
ton County Farmers Livestock 
Cooperative, He is active in the 
athletic and Vo-Ag program at 
Kinston High School. 

Charles Mallory of the Kins- 
ton Community was recognized as 
the recipient of the Outstanding 
District Supervisor. He received 
this honor in Coffee County in 
1987, as well as in the Wiregrass 
area. 

Mallory, a resident of the Kins- 
ton area, has been a cattle and row 
crop farmer for over 47 years, and 
has been active in Conservation dis- 
tricts since 1955, 

He manages and farms 240 acres 
of land, with major cash crops be- 
ing peanuts and com. His conserva- 
tion measures include contour farm- 
ing, crop residue use and winter 
cover plantings. 

His pasture and hayland are 
maintained by properly rotating 
livestock and cutting cycles; soil 
testing forms a basis for fert'' 
treatments to each field every year. 

He constructed a livestock and 
recreation pond for better pasture ro- 
tations and fish production. Eight 
thousand feet of parallel terraces 
were cosntructed on 20 acres of cro- 
land and grassed waterways were in- 
stalled to safely carry water from 
his fields, 

Mallory is vice chairman of the 
Coffee County Soil and Water Dis- 
trict. He served as its president from 
1959 when it was formed, until 
1971. 

He is active in many church and 
civic organizations, including mem- 
bership in the County Line Metho- 
dist Church, member of Board of 
Directors of Coffee County Bank, 


member and director of the Green 
honr Saddle Club and others. 

He participates with many pro 
jects involving young people in the 
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community, 

Mallory is married to the former 
Olen Pierce, and has three daugh 
ters: Janice, Barbara and Kathy.

Edwards declared that he had re 
ceived word, later verified by Ellis, 
that Ellis was not living in Coffee 
County and purged the name of El- 
lis from the list of eligible voters. 

Ellis, who reportedly lives on a 
544-acre farm off County Road 65, 
near the Coffee County-Geneva 
County line, testified that it is un- 
clear just where the county line ac- 
tually is and was not sure whether 
he lives in Coffee or Geneva coun-

Food Stamp Program supervisor 
Debbie Jones reported that during 
the month of October the program 
issued stamps to a total of 1,101 
households, with the total number 
in the households being 2,723. The 
dollar value of the stamps was 
$122,821. 

Jones added that during the past 
month the program took 184 food 
stamp applications, processed 300 
monthly forms and made 308 
changes. Because of the increase in 
applicants and overall work load, 
the program now has a 2 1/2 week 
wailing list for persons wishing to 
receive an appointment. 

Eligibility and Child Support 
Unit supervisor Dianne Parker stat- 
ed that during the past month her 
unit had received $45,334.78 in 
payments 

Parker reported the county unit 
had been successful in meeting its 
goal for the last fiscal year. ADC 
collections were increased 10 per- 
cent during the year, Non-ADC col- 
lections increased 51 percent and pa- 
ternity establishment increased 72 
percent. The total amount of child 
support collections for the past year 
was $547,453.79. 

Children’s Services supervisor 
Cathie Hansen reported that in the 
past month a total of 26 investiga- 
tions were conducted. The nature of 
the investigations were physical 
abuse - 13, neglect - 9 and sexual 
abuse - 4, 

Community Resources, Adult 
Services and Intake supervisor 
Glenda Frazier stated that her unit 
was averaging 30 contacts per day.

When and how did Saul of 
Tarsus become Paul?

It was common in Bible times for people to have their names changed. 
Abram became Abraham, Sarai became Sarah, and Simon became Peter, It 
is sometimes assumed that Jesus changed Saul's name when Saul became a 
Christian, Although his new purpose in life was a factor in his name 
change, Saul did not receive a new name, but just began using a name he al- 
teady possessed, 

One of the most significant factors in the ministry of Paul was the fact 
that he was a Roman citizen. The chief captain of the Roman garrison at Je- 
rusalem asked Paul, "Tell me, art thou a Roman? He said, Yea. And the 
chief captain answered, With a great sum obtained | this freedom. And Paul 
said, But I was free born" (Acts 22:27-28). His Roman citizenship meant 
that Paul should receive better treatment than others arrested, He also would 
have the privilege of free movement throughout the Roman empire. This 
greatly enhanced his ability to share the gospel with the Gentile world. In 
the providence of God, Christ was sent when world conditions, such as the 
availability of Roman citizenship, aided the spread of the gospel. "But when 
the fulness of time was come, God sent forth his son" (Gal. 4:4). 

The young Saul of Tarsus, a Jew, went to Jerusalem to study at the feet 
of Gamaliel. But being a Roman citizen, he would-have had three names. He 
had his first, or Jewish name, Saul; his family, or middle name, unknown 
to us; and his Roman name, called a gognomen, which was Paul. It was nat- 
ural that Paul wanted to be known by his Jewish name of Saul when he 
went to Jerusalem. Saul was a very common name in his tribe of Benjamin, 
because the first king of Israel was King Saul, of the tribe of Benjamin. 

His family was a strict Jewish family, but Paul's family also had the 
rights of Roman citizenship. Just being from Tarsus, a cit. .. wie Roman 
province of Cilicia, would not have made him a Roman citizen. Since Paul 
was born a Roman citizen, his father must have been a Roman citizen. 
Paul's father or grandfather had likely rendered some service to the Roman 
empire that had caused Roman citizenship to be conferred on him and his 
family. 

Although the story of Saul's conversion is first told in Acts 9, he is not 
called Paul until on his first missionary journey, when Luke speaks of Saul, 
and adds, "(who is also called Paul)" (Acts 13:9). Saul and Barnabas were in 
the court of the Roman proconsul, Sergius Paulus. Perhaps at this time 
Saul decided that if he was to have a successful ministry to the Gentile 
world, he should use his Roman name of Paul, or in the Greek, Paulus. He 
could thus say to Sergius Paulus, "I am also a Roman citizen, named Pau- 
lus.”

Offer Vs. Serve Now 
Available At Z.C.

The long-awaited Offer vs. Serve 
program has finally arrived at Zion 
Chapel, The program began last Mon- 
day after the necessary lunchroom equip- 
ment had been installed and made ready 
for trial. 

The success of the new program is 
still very controversial. Said Mrs. Bar- 
bara Amlong, lunchroom bookkeeper of 
the project, ‘It seems to be working out 
real well, The elementary students are 
excited to be fixing their own plates.” 

Mrs. Amlong went on to say how- 
ever that the high school students wer- 
en't accepting it quite so well. In fact, 
positive remarks among high-schoolers 
about the new system have been few 
and far between. When asked an opin- 
ion, many students simply said, "I don't 
like it!" 

In general those who eat off the reg- 
ular Junch line were more optimistic 
about the program, but some students 
said the lunchroom seemed more crowd- 
ed and that it took too long to get their 
food. 

Others complained that the food was 
too cold by the time they arrived to 
serve their plates, and it was suggested 
that someone was needed to monitor the 


lines. 

Mrs. Amlong seemed to think that 
the high-schoolers were just having 
trouble understanding and adjusting to 
the new system. Some for instance were 
under the impression that they would 
somehow be losing money as a result 
of the program. 

Another common complaint among 
high-schoolers is that the equipment 
made the already-overcrowded lunch 
room seem even smaller, 

Supt. Clayton Bryant said the Board 
of Education is currently having a study 
done to determine the costs of such 
needs. He said the lunchroom size issue 
would be addressed probably within the 
next year or so, but what priority it 
would have in the list of needed im- 
provements was uncertain. 

One teacher made the comment, "It 
has a way to go before it reaches perfec 
tion,” and that sentiment seems to be 
shared by everyone. 

Of course the government won't re 
imburse the cafeteria unless it provides 
the Offer vs. Serve program, so regard 
less of who likes it and who doesn't, it 
looks as though the program is here for 
keeps.

"coaching box” during the 1988-89 
season as allowed by the National 
Federation. 

For teams whose bench area is 
designated on the side of the court, 
the "coaching box" will begin at 
the midcourt mark (28 foot line) 
and extend six feet toward the end- 
line. If the designated bench area of 
the team is located at the end of the 
court, the "coaching box" will be- 
gin at the intersection of the side- 
line with the endline and extend six 
feet toward the lane line. 

The designated bench area can be 
on either side of the "coaching box" 
or the "coaching box" may be locat- 
ed within the designated bench area.

It was made clear that the request 
would not effect the headquarters in 
Elba and would not move any ser- 
vices from the offices in Elba, but 
was made solely to provide more 
convenient service to many living 
in Enterprise who were forced to 
drive to Elba. 

Comm. Averett noted that to add 
the five 10 X 12 offices and other 
rooms would cost only an addition- 
al $5,000; however, the other com- 
missioners and the architect agreed 
that such additions would add ap- 
proximately $50-70,000 to the total 
cost of construction. 

The commission told the archi- 
tect to design a building to house 
the health offices to serve the Enter- 
prise division of the county and not 
to include the additional space re- 
quested. 

The new health office for the En- 
terprise division will consist of ap- 
proximately 15,500 square feet and 
take nine months to construct, once 
actual construction begins. The new

***paid a bill for $53,000 for 
work done on the installation of 
sewer lines to the site of the new 
health office, in Enterprise; 

***was told the county had re- 
ceived $20,000 from the Governor's 
Discretionary Fund for resurfacing 
County Road 48; 

***chose four doctors to be used 
in the filing of workmens compen- 
sation forms . 


cers followed a report from a com- 
mittee of council members John W, 
Sharpless and Bill Brunson. Sharp- 
less gave the report and noted that 
Elba was losing officers to other de- 
partments and the cost of training 
alone would justify pay raises to 
hold trained officers. 

Chief Freddie Hanchey said dur- 
ing the last six or seven years Elba 
had lost 18 certified officers and had 
sent 15 to school at a cost of 
$4,000 or $5,000 each. 

The raise approved by the coun- 
cil puts the starting pay at Step 7 
on the scale rather than the present 
Step 4. This goes into effect for 
the first pay period in 1989 and will 
put patrolmen starting at about 
$7.00 and shift leader’ base begin- 
ning somewhat higher at Step 8. 

Hanchey told council members 
that his department answered 100 
complaints during the past two 
weeks including six traffic accidents 
He noted they issued 25 traffic cita- 
tions with seven DUI charges and 
12 criminal arrests.
